Aid push in Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The debate over 
further aid to South Vietnam is expected 
to intensify this week as Congress faces 
renewed pressures to vote more money for 
a country whose military position deterio­ 
rated dramatically during the 10-day 
congressional recess. 
Before the recess, the Democratic 
majorities in the House and Senate went 
on record against further U.S. funds for 
South Vietnam and Cambodia. 
Since then, both countries have suffered 
major 
setbacks 
against 
advancing 
Communist-led 
troops. 
Both 
South 
Vietnam President Thieu and Tran Kim 
Phuong, 
the 
South 
Vietnamese 
ambassador to the United States, have 
said Congress will be responsible for the 
country’s fall if more funds are not ap­ 
proved. 
Defense Secretary James R. Schlesinger, 
speaking Sunday on CBS’ “ Face the 
Nation,” avoided placing all the respon­ 
sibility on Congress for failing to approve 
more aid. 
Schlesinger said Congress cannot be 
blamed for the performance of South 
Vietnamese troops. But he continued: “ In 
addition, there are many other factors that 
contributed to this partial collapse, and 
undoubtedly amongst those factors is a 
decline of aid of approximately 70 per 
cent.” 


SAIGON, South 
Vietnam (AP) — 
Communist-led forces shelled at least 10 
district capitals in the rice-rich Mekong 
Delta today and also hit the area near 
South Vietnam’s largest fuel depot six 
miles southeast of Saigon. 
Operation 
Baby 
Lift, 
a 
massive 
international 
evacuation 
of 
children, 
ended on a large-scale basis with the last 
of about 1,700 Vietnamese orphans flying 
to new homes abroad. Two U.S. Air Force 
planes headed toward the United States 
carrying more than 200 children. 
Officials said the airlift had reached the 
scheduled quota approved earlier by the 
Saigon government. “ The large operation 
has ended,” one South Vietnamese official 
said. “ From now on the orphans will leave 
in smaller groups.” 
The Viet Cong assailed the airlift, 
accusing the U.S. and Saigon governments 
of “ stealing and killing thousands of our 
children.” 
The North Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
engaged 
government 
troops 
in 
five 
provinces of the delta, and launched rocket 
and mortar attacks that wounded about 50 
civilians, field reports said. 
Sources said 95 Communist-led troops 
and 14 government soldiers were killed in 
the fighting. Most of the shelling in the 
delta, where one-third of South Vietnam's 
20 million people live - was centered in 


Dinh Tuong province about 35 miles south 
of Saigon. 
The delta has been relatively quiet 
during the five-week-old Communist-led 
offensive 
during 
which 
the 
Saigon 
governnment gave up the northern three- 
quarters of the country, most of it without 
a fight. The Viet Cong 
said their 
conquest “opens a new opportunity ... to 
march 
forward for 
more brilliant 
victories.” 
Field reports said the Communist-led 
forces also shelled a big South Vietnamese 
air base near Can Tho, 80 miles south of 
Saigon, and made repeated attacks on 
Minh Due, a district capital 29 miles north 
of Can Tho. 
Forty-five miles northwest of Saigon, 
government troops recaptured a vital 
outpost on the southern flanks of Tay Ninh 
City, the Saigon command said. The 
outpost had fallen March 17. 
Closer to Saigon, Viet Cong gunners 
poured 60 mortar and recoilless rifle 
rounds into the vicinity of the Nha Be fuel 
depot, the military command said. It said 
six persons were wounded and damage to 
the fuel depot was minor. 
Nha Be has been shelled repeatedly for 
the past two years, but this was the first 
time it had been a target during the 
current offensive. 
In other Indochina developments: 


—Hanoi’s ambassador 
in Paris, Vo 
Van Sung, went to the Elysee Palace for a 
conversation that could be part of a 
promised French peace initiative in South 
Vietnam. No details were given. 
—Thailand’s 
foreign 
minister, 
Chartichai Choonhaven, said he has 
contacted Cambodian rebel leaders and 
asked them to come to Bangkok for peace 
talks to end the Cambodian war. He said he 
made his peace bid with the consent of 
Cambodian Premier Long Boret. 
—Gen. George S. Brown, chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff told Indonesian 
President Suharto in Jakarta that South 
Vietnam’s future will depend on continued 
American support and the will of the South 
Vietnamese to resist the Communists. 
—The Kremlin 
said the United States 
is reappraising its foreign policy partly be­ 
cause of “ a radical change in the situation 
in Indochina, where the puppet regimes 
are crumbling under pressure from the 
patriots...” 
Meanwhile, the Pentagon denied that 
evacuation of Americans from Saigon was 
imminent despite a growing U. S. naval 
armada off South Vietnam. 
The U.S. Embassy in Saigon and 
independent sources reported at least one 
aircraft carrier, three destroyers, half a 
dozen amphibious ships and part of a 
Marine division were standing by.

President Ford, rejecting forecasts of 
“ depression at home 
and disintegration 
abroad” said today he sees cooperative 
growth and development throughout the 
world. 
“ My vision is one of peace.” Ford said 
in the text of an address to the National 
Association of Broadcasters’ meeting in 
Las Vegas. The text was made public 
before the President wound up a nine-day 
Easter holiday in Palm Springs and 
headed East. 
While acknowledging “ it is true that we 
have suffered setbacks at home and 
abroad,” For^declared: 
“ America will not give in to self-doubt 
nor paralysis of will power. Americans will 
not dismantle the defense of the United 
States. And we certainly will not adopt 
such a naive vision of the world that we 
dismantle 
our essential 
intelligence- 
gathering agencies. I can assure you that 


other superpowers are increasing — not 
decreasing 
— 
their 
military 
and 
intelligence capacities.” 
Ford made no direct reference to 
current inquiries into activities of the 
Central Intelligence Agency but, by in­ 
direction. he has increasingly defended the 
CIA and other intelligence units in recent 
public speeches. 
The President, who canvassed the 
economic scene and threw a few brickbats 
at Congress as well as discussing the 
nation’s role in the world, said in his text: 
“There are some who see nothing but a 
grim future of depression at home and dis­ 
integration abroad. I reject that scenario. 
My vision is one of growth and of 
development worldwide through increasing 
interdependence of nations of the world. 
“ My vision is one of peace. And my 
vision of Americans is of a people who will 
retain their self-respect and self-de­ 
pendence so that this vision can emerge.” 


The President 
referred directly to 
setbacks 
in South Vietnam only 
in 
discussing federally promoted efforts to 
fly orphans here from that country. 
Ford bore down on Congress for giving 
him a tax-cut bill that went beyond his 
request and for threatening to increase the 
federal deficit through new spending 
programs. 


Saying that Congress is threatening to 
vote actions that would produce a deficit 
of $100 billion. Ford declared, “ Every time 
your congressmen and senators add a new 
spending program or otherwise increase 
the deficit by a few billion more, the 
inflationary odds go against us.” 


The President also complained that 
Congress added what he sees as ill- 
considered amendments to the $24.8- 
billion tax-cut law and weighted tax relief 
heavily in favor of the lowest income 
levels.

Diplomatic and gov ernment officials 
said the airlift had reached the schedu led 
q u ota approv ed earlier by the Sou th 
Vietnamese gov ernment. All the children 
who hav e been ev acu ated were already in 
the adoption process, the officials said, 
and the airlift only speeded u p the p aper 
work and the orp hans’ departu re. 
Gov ernment officials are still u ndecided 
if the airlift will be allowed to resu me 
when a back log of orphans eligible for 
adoption bu ilds u p again. 
The ex act nu mber of children, ranging 
in age from one week to 9 y ears, was not 
immediately av ailable. 
Bu t u nofficial 
tallies show more than 1,7 00 orphans hav e 
left Saigon ov er the past fiv e day s. 
The official gov ernment approv al for 
the airlift prov ided for 1,400 children to go 
to the United States. Hu ndreds of others 
went to Au stralia, Britain and Canada. 
On Su nday , 
Vietnamese au thorities 
held u p one U.S.-bou nd flight, say ing the 
q u ota 
of 
1,400 
orphans 
which 
the 
gov erment approv ed had been reached. 
The flight was later cleared after 
American officials 
insisted 
that the 
Saigon officials were inclu ding children 
flown to Britain. Au stralia and Canada as 
well as to the United States. They 


su ccessfu lly claimed that the 1,400 q u ota 
shou ld apply only to children being sent to 
America, leav ing another 300 eligible for 
ev acu ation to the United States. 
All the children were in the process of 
adoption when the Commu nist offensiv e 
began more than a month ago. 
The gov ernment’s ap p arent relu ctance 
to let any more children ou t was probably 
du e to criticism from non-Commu nist 
political opponents of President Ngu y en 
Van Thieu in Saigon as well as the North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong. 
The politicians, headed by neu tralist 
Tran Ngoc Lieng, called the orphan airlift 
an “inhu mane” 
propaganda campaign 
to obtain more war aid from the U.S. 
Congress and demanded that it be stopped 
immediately . 
They made pu blic a letter from Dr. Phan 
Qu ang Dan, Thieu s depu ty p remier for so­ 
cial welfare, in which he q u oted U.S. 
Ambassador Graham Martin as say ing 
the ev acu ation of orphans “will help 
create a shift in American pu blic opin­ 
ion” in fav or of Sou th Vietnam. 
A U.S. Embassy spok esman said Dan 
su ggested to Martin at a meeting last week 
that the ev acu ation of the children “might 
also hav e some effect on U. S. pu blic 
opinion. 
“The ambassador agreed with Dr. 
Dan’s v iew, bu t this was not the reason for 
bringing u p the entire matter of the or­ 
phans,” the spok esman continu ed. “The 
ambassador’s reason and concern was 
simply the welfare of the children.” 
Capital is attacked 


PHNOM PENH, Cambodia (AP) - The 
Khmer Rou ge made new attack s on 
Phnom Penh’s northern defense lines 
today as Premier Long Boret prepared to 
retu rn to the capital, v owing it wou ld 
nev er fall. 
Field reports said another isolated 
gov ernment enclav e was in danger of 
falling. Insu rgents mov ed into Kompong 
Speu , 30 miles sou thwest of the capital, 
after a shelling attack that wou nded 30 
persons. 
Field reports said rebels on the east 
bank of the Tonle Sap Riv er north of 
Phnom Penh were harassing the road 
along the west bank between Phnom Penh 
and Prek Phnou with mortar and machine 
gu n fire. The sou rces indicated the daily 
toll on the battlefield was in the low 
dozens 
as weary gov ernment troops 
av oided close-q u arters combat. 
Continu ed pressu re also was reported 
northwest of the capital in the “rock et 
belt” area menacing the city ’s airp ort life­ 
line. Eighteen rou nds in three hou rs k illed 
two persons and wou nded one. bu t the U.S. 
airlift of rice, fu el and ammu nition went 
on. Informed sou rces said the daily 
tonnage of ammu nition has dropped in 
recent 
day s 
as 
ap p ropriate su pplies 
dwindled. 
Field reports said a shell landed in a 
military hospital Su nday at Prek Phnou . 
sev en miles away , k illing two persons and 
wou nding 10.

The Phnom Penh command continu ed 
drawing troops from prov incial garrisons 
to bolster the defense of the cap ital in 
hopes that the U.S. Congress will v ote 
more military aid in the nex t two week s

The U.S. Embassy continu ed airlifting 
members of its staff to Bangk ok . Abou t 


three-q u arters of the staff is being flown 
ou t. 
Long 
Boret, 
who 
accomp anied 
President Lon Nol to Indonesia last week , 
retu rned to Bangk ok and said Su nday 
night that Phnom Penh “will nev er be 
captu red — there will be no military 
v ictory for the other side.” 
He u rged Prince Norodom Sihanou k , 
the ex iled chief of state deposed by Lon 
Nol fiv e y ears ago, to begin negotiating a 
peace settlement.

It was believ ed to be the first time in the 
history of air piracy that the death penalty 
had been carried ou t. 
The annou ncement said the two were 
Fu ad /Mghaitan and Taha Namiei. They 
hijack ed an Iraq i Airway s Boeing on 
March 3 and forced it to land in Iran.

DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve pertains to a beautiful 
and expensive housecoat my husband gave me for Christmas 
It is beautiful except for the way the buttons are sewed on 
And the buttonholes are something else. Each button had a 
loose thread (there are seven). After pulling on one thread I 
knew I had to resew each of them. Instead of tightening the 
ravelled thread the buttons all fell off. I also had to fasten the 
end of the thread on each button hole, except one they were 
so poorly made. When I pay a top price I expect good quality 
workmanship. — VICKI. 


DEAR VICKI — I recently had the same thing happen 


with the buttons on a shirt-type blouse from a leading shirt 
and blouse maker. Your Peeve reminded me of my thoughts 
on this subject. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — To thread a needle with heavy thread I 
first pull a loop of regular thread through the eye, slip the 
heavy thread through the loop and then pull it through the 
eye. Presto, the needle is quicklv and easily threaded. — 
MRS. R. L. 


DEAR POLLY — My carpet had been installed just a 
week when a cigarette was dropped on it and went unnoticed 
until it had burned its length. A carpet man said it would cost 
at least $35 to repair the carpet by using fibers from pieces I 
had left from the installation but I came up with a cheaper 
and easier solution. I put a bright light over the damaged 
area and used my tweezers to pull up the individual fibers 
and then snipped off only the hard burned and discolored 
ends of the random cut and loop carpeting. When finished 
with this I had only about a quarter teaspoon of the burned 
pellets. I eased the fibers in the carpet together and the 
spot is entirely unnoticeable. — J . A. F.

However, when cooking the two 
things you mentioned and they were cooked at 350-degrees 
until the cake was baked and then the chicken was left to 
cook longer the cost would be about the same to increase the 
beat to 4 00 degrees as to leave it at 350 degrees.

It makes 
him “ a bit nervous.’’ he said, 
“ to see 60-year-old people on 
the street tottering as they 
walk.” He is convinced, too. 
that “good nutrition can lead to 
happier marriages.”

Men shocked when told of rape 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - 
When a woman is raped, the 
worst shock may fall on a 
third person: the victim 's 
h u s b a n d , b o y f r i e n d or 
brother, according to a newly 
formed male group that hopes 
to soften that impact. 
Men O rganized Against 
Rape (MOAR) was founded 
here recently on the theory 
that m en's traditional at­ 
t i tu de s about rape add 
tragedy to an already tragic 
situation 
Bill Metzger, who founded 
MOAR, says the male ster­ 
eotype about rape is that the 


woman must have, in some 
way, been responsible for 
what happened to her. that she 
wanted to be raped. 
The result, he believes, is 
that the aftermath of rape 
creates a male alienation that 
could have a permanently de­ 
structive effect. 
MOAR. with only a $300 
startup budget, has trained 28 
volunteers to handle a crisis 
telephone cen ter on the 
University of Pennsylvania 
campus primarily to listen, to 
support, to counsel. Metzger 
says some of the men who call 
are still in the initial shock of

—from MOAR s services as a 
result of calls from men think­ 
ing rape. 
“ These men say they have 
almost raped and they are 
horrified.” Metzger says. 
“ We try to determine if the 
person has a deeper problem 
We more or less talk it out 
with them and if we feel the 
problem needs trained help 
we refer them to a trained 
professional

palatable The formula was put 
together by an ill chemist “ to 
save his heart and clogged 
veins ” It did, Hauser claims. 
Although the chemist used it on 
his cereal, dry. Hauser prefers 
it as a dnnk The one he con­ 
cocted 
“ would 
revive 
the 
dead.” he says, laughing. 
He combines 1 cup of fruit 
juice (orange, grapefruit, pine­ 
apple) with 1 tablespoon each 
of the yeast, wheat germ, leci­ 


thin and bone meal and a 
couple of tablespoons of yogurt 
(or kefir, a tart bacillus). 
People should grow their own 
foods if possible, even rose 
hips, which is high in Vitamin 
C. he maintains Rosa Rugosa, 
a large meaty variety, is useful 
for jam as well as juice 
He stresses that proteins are 
the most important element in 
the diet, reminding his follow­ 
ers that nutritionists agree that 
every person should have at 
least one gram of first-class 
protein — eggs, cheese, milk, 
yogurt, meat, fish, soybeans, 
nuts or fresh wheat germ — 
each day for every 2.2 pounds 
of body weight (real, not over­ 
weight). A 120-pound woman 
needs about 55 grams a day, a 
150-pound man about 68 Twen­ 
ty-eight grams are about one 
ounce.

Chopped walnuts 
and almonds can provide addi­ 
tional protein.

Vietnamese have been murdered without a 
single U. N. effort to intervene. Delegates 
erupted over such matters as terrorism in 
Munich but have been mum over My Lai, 
Hue, Quang Tri and the seemingly endless 
lines of refugees moving, as the tide, to and 
fro. 
, 


Even now, as Vietnamese mothers once 
again clutch their wounded children for the 
cameras of the world, and while the 
roadsides of that part of the world collect 
rotting bodies like so much litter, U N. 
members do nothing and U N. officers say 
little. Asked about the holocaust recently, 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim said 
only, “ We are watching the situation with 
concern.” Not an adjective added for 
emphasis, not so much as an exclamation 
point for the barrels of blood being let. As 
is, Waldheim s remark insults the dying. 


To be sure, any delegate here can list an 
hour’s worth of excuses for the U N 's 


reluctance to confront the Vietnam agony. 
It is part of the paradox of this organization 
that 
members 
proclaim 
humanitarian 
standards on the one hand and undermine 
them intellectually on the other. 


This 
truth 
is 
not 
only 
apparent 
concerning Vietnam, but for almost every 
international 
controversy. 
As 
John 
Maynard Keynes said of the League of 
Nations, so, too, is it correct for the United 
Nations: it is “an unequaled instrument for 
obstruction and delay.” The sense here is 
not that members are busy creating better 
tomorrows, but reasons why there can be 
no better tomorrows. 


Worse, the sense here is also that few 
really care about better tomorrows insofar 
as the global view is concerned. As the 
organization 
approaches 
its 
30th 
anniversary in June, it is increasingly 
obvious that the 138-member-nations have 
not been able to transcend the limits of 


their nationalities. The progress each 
covets is self-progress. 


The best interests of the world are 


ignored for the best interests of 138 parts of 
the world. Regarding Vietnam, then, as a 
French 
diplomat 
says: 
“Is 
of 
no 
importance to 90 per cent of the members, 
so why should they bother? 


Even Waldheim, it’s alleged, is silent 


purely for reasons of self-interest. The 
South Vietnamese permanent observer to 
the U.N., Ngyen Huu Chi, who has tried for 
years to prod the secretary-general into 
some kind of action, says the man is more 
interested in his own future than that of 
Vietnam: “He does nothing, he says 
nothing. Why? Maybe it’s because he is up 
for re-election next year. It wouldn’t do to

controversies.”

Papa Doc poisoning 
by CIA is alleged

WASHINGTON — A sworn deposition 
describes two unsuccessful assassination 
attempts 
against 
the 
late 
Haitian 
strongman, 
Francois 
“ Papa 
Doc 
Duvalier, in the late 1960s. 


The deposition, given by Dr. Robert 
Pritchard 
to 
the 
special 
commission 
headed 
by 
Vice 
President 
Nelson 
Rockefeller, alleges that the CIA first 
plotted to poison Duvalier in 1966. 


When this failed, according to the 
deposition, the CIA tried to bomb the 
presidential palace in 1968 A lone B-25 
bomber allegedly made two runs over the 
palace, dropping bombs and leaflets. But 
the bombs exploded harmlessly on the 
street outside. 


Dr. Pritchard is a prominent American 
concert 
pianist, 
who 
had 
become a 
confidant of the Haitian dictator. But in 
1966, Dr. Pritchard defied an order from 
Papa Doc and gave a forbidden public 
concert in Haiti. 


This caused the pianist s fall from favor, 
which the CIA allegedly sought to exploit. 
As Dr. Pritchard has related it to the 
Rockefeller commission, the CIA first tried 
to recruit him to spy on Papa Doc and his 
palace advisers. 


Subsequently, a CIA-paid agent posing as 
a photographer approached Dr. Pritchard 
about slipping a deadly poison into the 
dictator’s food, the deposition alleges. The 
pianist relates that he saw the lethal poison 
immediately paralyze a small, mouse-like 
creature, which the agent carried in a cage. 


Dr. Pritchard states that he not only 
refused to cooperate with the agent but 
reported the plot to a U.S. political officer 
in Haiti. According to Dr. Pritchard s 
testimony, 
the 
officer 
responded: 
“ Wouldn't anything be better than this 
situation?” The pianist said he told Papa 
Doc about the assassination plot and that 
the dictator was aware of the scheming 
against his life. Dr. Pritchard also tried 


again to notify the State Department of 
what the CIA was doing, according to the 
deposition. 


Nevertheless, the CIA approached him 
again and tried unsuccessfully to bring 
pressure on him to work against Papa Doc. 
Dr. Pritchard alleges that in May, 1968, he 
learned about the bombing attack upon the 
presidential palace. He was told by Arthur 
Bonhomme. then the Haitian ambassador 
to Washington, that the attack had been 
carried out by the CIA. 


Footnote: In early 197 1, we described six 
CIA assassination attempts against Cuban 
dictator Fidel Castro. We reported names 
and 
details. 
The 
first 
attem pt, 
interestingly, was a plot to slip poison 
pellets in Castro's food.

THIEUS DEBACLE: 
In an earlier 
report, we cited secret military cables, 
which placed much of the blame for the 
South Vietnamese military debacle upon 
President Vguyen Van Thieu. 


He issued 
conflicting 
orders which 
confused his commanders, according to 
one cable. He kept changing his mind, for 
example, whether to order a defense of Da 
Nang and Hue. In the end, these cities were 
lost without a battle. 


A subsequent cable reports that the U.S. 
Army chief, Gen. Frederick Weyand, now 
on a fact-finding mission in South Vietnam, 
had appointments last week to see Thieu. 
The South Vietnamese president canceled 
the meetings literally at the last minute. 


Apparently, 
Thieu 
didn't 
have 
the 
answers to Weyand's questions and didn't 
want to face him. The cables report that 
Weyand. meanwhile, was shocked over the 
South 
Vietnamese 
Army’s 
pell-mell 
retreat. The North Vietnamese forces 
advanced southward so rapidly that our 
own intelligence analysts occasionally lost 
track of them. 


The speculation is that the Communists 
staged forced night marches to take 


advantage of the chaotic South Vietnamese 
retreat. 


The intelligence reports warn that within 
days Hanoi’s forces will have the capital 
city of Saigon under siege. American 
analysts have all but given up hope — 
because 
of 
the 
demoralization 
and 
disorganization of the South Vietnamese 
army — that Saigon can be successfully 
defended.

WASHINGTON — During his term as 


secretary of defense, I heard Melvin Laird 
say in private conversation that he could, if 
permitted 
to 
supervise 
cuts, 
reduce 


defense civilian manpower 10 per cent with 
no loss in capability. 


I have discussed at 


length the problem of 
officer overstrength with 
senior Pentagon person­ 
nel men. Their conclu­ 
sion is that judicious 
cuts, 
properly 
timed, 


can serve to strengt­ 
hen the fighting forces. 
Cromley 
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I have made analy­ 
ses of selected offices and units to 
determine for 
myself the effect 
of 


eliminating men and women in uniform 
and out. In every case, which included 
studies of work done by each individual, I 
concluded between 15 to 25 per cent of the 
personnel could be dropped, with an 
increase in efficiency. 


It is therefore my belief that a 20 per cent 


personnel cut is called for. 


As a strong believer in national defense, 


for the above reasons I am convinced we 
could reduce future Defense Department 
budgets by $5 billion and emerge with 
improved national security. 


There are 3.1 million military men and 


women and civilians in the Defense 
Department budget. A selective reduction 
of 620,000 would save $8 billion a year. 


Those who could be eliminated without 


loss include picked officers and enlisted 
men and civilians, high ranks and low. 


There should be comparable reductions 


in the reserves, eliminating the least 
efficient and phasing out units the Defense 
Department is unable or unwilling to 
properly train and equip. 


Some $5 billion of the above-mentioned 


$8 billion in cuts should be saved, and 
future 
Defense 
budgets 
reduced 
ac­ 
cordingly. But note that a phasing out 
would not bring all these savings in one 
year, or even two. 


The other 83 billion available as a result 


of these personnel reductions should be 
diverted to to four areas: 


*^$950 million a year for added research 


and development to assure that we get a 
dollar’s worth for every dollar spent on 
weapons, and to prevent our being caught 
short by Russian technical breakthroughs 
as a result of their very large R and D 
program. 


•^3850 million a year for civic action 


programs which would serve as specialized 
on-the-job training for military units and be 
of peacetime assistance to the civilian 
economy. 


^8 8 00 million a year for upgrading the 


training and equipment of the smaller 
reserve — so that it would be ready for 
action in reality as well as on paper. 


*^8400 million a year for a more 


intensive high vocational school college 
and graduate level technical educational 
program for enlisted men and civilian 
employes, and for those reservists and 
regular army officers not adequately 
covered now. 


The regular Army, Navy and Air Force 


are too large for the quick reaction needs of 
the 197 0s and early 1980s, and too small for A, 
any major war.

The 
oldest commission firm usually

whelming victory in the 250- 
mile Gwyn Staley Memorial 
Grand National race at North 
Wilkesboro, N.C., on Sunday.

It was the 37-year-old Petty’s 
168th career triumph, his 12th 
in 28 starts on the five-eighths 
of a mile North Carolina oval 
and his fourth in seven outings 
this year. 
Foyt, racing’s all-time money 
winner with more than $3 mil­ 
lion in a career span that 
matches Petty’s 17 years, beat 
1974 Indianapolis winner John­ 
ny Rutherford to the wire to 
capture the Trenton 200 for 
U.S. Auto Club championship 
cars. 
The 40-year-old Foyt, known 
variously as “ Super Tex” and 
“ Tough Tony,” established a 
new race record of 154.625 
miles per hour for the 1.5 mile 
Trenton Fairgrounds layout. 
Petty, toiling on a much 
smaller oval, the rustic North 
Wilkesboro Speedway, loafed 
around for two hours, 46 min­ 
utes and 39 seconds to beat the 
Chevrolet-driving

Yar­ 
borough by almost four laps. 
Foyt, taking home the 50th 
career victory in the hot USAC 
championship cars, now has 
won three of his four starts this 
year and appears an odd$-on 
favorite to pick up an unprece­ 
dented fourth triumph at In­ 
dianapolis, the next stop on the 
USAC tour. 
The Texan started 10th in the 
line-up at Trenton — rain can­ 


celed time trials Saturday and 
forced the drivers to draw 
starting assignments from a 
hat — but he grabbed the lead 
on the 21st lap and never was 
headed.

saw Nix o n v en t. He recalled 
a cru ise last sp rin g o n the Se­ 
q u o ia, the p residen tial y acht. 
“He was fu rio u s that there 
were rep o rters o n the do ck 
when we left. On the way 
back, he had the S ecret 
Serv ice call ahead to see if 
they were still there. He co n ­ 
sidered g ettin g o ff elsewhere 
an d beg an issu in g o rders as if 
he was the cap tain . 
"He ju st didn 't wan t to be 
o bserv ed in his to rmen t an d 
he tho u g ht the p ress delig ht­ 
ed in his to rmen t . " 
On o r abo u t Ju ly 15, Jam es 
R. Schlesin g er, the secretary
